Be it enacted by the Legisiative Assemblyof the Territoryof Minnesnta:

Sgeron L That John L. Young, Arthur I Mills, James A.
Lovejoy, Joln G. Brockway and Moody C. Tollman, their as-
sociates, successors,and assigns, are hereby created o body
corromtc, with perpetual succession, under the name and

yle of the Winnebago Water Power Company, and by that
name and style shall be and are hereby made capable inlaw
to have, purchase, receive, possess; sell, convey aud enjoy,
real and personal cstate, and retain to them, their successors
and ageigns, all such real and personal estate, to sue and bo
sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto,
defend and be defended in Courts of Record and clsewhere,
and to do any and all acts that the members thercof might or
could lawfully do as individuals, and shall have and enjoy
all proper remedies at law and c¢quity, to sccure and protect
them in the cxercige and use of the rights and privileges, and
in the performance of the duties berein granted and enjoined,
and to prevent all invasions thereof, or interruption in exer-
cising and performing tbe same, to make such by-laws as
they may deecm proper, and also to have, make and use a
common scal, and to alter, renew or change the same at plea-
sure,

Sec. 2. The officers of suid Company shall be a President,
Treasurer, five Directors and a Secretary, whose duties shall
be prescribed by the by-laws of aaid Company; Lut the said
Company may increase the number of Directors at any time
by o majority vote of the stock of said Company.
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Sec. 3. The term of oflice of cach of the officers of said
Company shall be one year, and until their successors in office
shall be elected and qualified. That Aurther I1. Milla shall
call the first mecting of said Corporators by giving per-
sonal written notice to each of gaid Corporators, designating
therein the time and place of holding the same, at which time
and place Le shall call said mecting to order, and be Presi-
dent pro tempore thercof. The said meeting shall then pro-
ceed to ballot for President thereof, who when clected shali
be President of said meeting, and also first President of said
Company, after which the said mecting shall proceed to clect
a Secretary of said Company, who shall be Secretary of said
mecting, and also the first Sccretary of said Company; the
sald meeting sghall then proceed to elect five Directors and a
Treasurer of said Company; after which the said Company
ghall be decined to be organized for the purpose of trangact-
ing busincss. The firat officers of eaid Company shall be ElectDirectors
elected by a majority vote of the Corporators present; and
after said first meeting the election of all officers of said Com-
pany, and all busincss requiring the votes of suid Company,
shall be made by a majority of the shares of the capital stock

Sec. 4. If an election of officers shall not be made on the
day specificd in the by-laws for that purpose, said Company
shall not for that cause be dissolved, but such clection may
be made on any other day, in such a manner as shall be pre-
scribed by the by-laws of said corporation.

Sec. 5, When geid Company is organized as aforcsaid, at
any annual or special inecting thercof the gaid Company
may by a vote of a majority of the stockholders voting by ,ceqe
sharcs ag aforesaid, elect for 2 term of one or more ycars, an
Agent or Agents, for the transacting of the business of said
Company, who shall reside within this Territory, and have
fuch power and authority to transact the business of snid
Compauy, ag the said Company, by vote as aforesaid, shall
delegaté and authorize, and no Agent cleted ag aforesaid
shall enter upon the duties of Lis office, or transact any bu-
sincss in behalf of, er for said Company, until the President
and Directors thercof shall make and cxccute a power of
Attorney, in due form, and accknowledge the same before
any officer empowered to take acknowledgments of Decds
within this Territory, which power of Attorney shall clearly
and apecially set forth what business, and to what extent, p fat
the said Agent or Agents are authorized to traneact, in be- '::,;” attor:
half of said Company, unless the power of Attorney as ofore-
said be general, in which case the said Company shall be
bound by the acts of said Agent to whatever extent the said
Agent assumes to act, and the said power of Attorney shall
be recorded in all counties within this Territory, where said
Company hold real estate, and all of the acts of said Agent

Term of office

Failure to elect
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in any matter relating to conveyances of resal estate, shall be
signed by the Agent, as the Agent of the Winnebago Water
Power Company, and be acknowledged by him as the act of
said Company, and be sealed by the common scal of the
Bame.

Skc. 6. The capital stock of said Company shall be twenty
thousand dollars, and be divided into shares of one hundred
dollars each, and in licu of the capital stock of the same being
paid in money, the said Corporators may convey to said
Compaony all the real and personal estate and property owned
jointly by them, and when so conveyed, thé said real and
personal estate and property shall be held by the said Com-
pany as the capital stock thereof, and cach corporator shall
own of the whole capital stodk in the same proportion and
ratio as he owned of the property constituting the same,
which shall be apportioned as the said Corporators may
agree.

gSEC. 1. The stock of said Company shall not be liablo to
taxation against tho individual stockholders or the Company,
but the property constituting soid capital stock shall be
taxed againgt the Corporation, in the same manner os other
property in the Territory.

Sec. 8. Each of the stockholders of said Company shall be
personally liable for the debta of said Company, to an smount
equal to the amount of capital stock held by such stock-
holder, and as more, and the said Company may, by & ma-
Jority vote, voting by share as oforeswnid, increase the said
capital stock at any annual or special mecting of said Com-
pany, regularly called according to tho by-laws of gaid Com-
pany.

Sic. 9. The said Corporators are hereby authorized, for the

. purpose of the improvement of the Water Power at or near

the town of Winnebago, on the Mississippi river, to construct
and maintain dams, canals and water sluices, erect mills,
buildings or other structures, for the purpose of manufactur.
ing. in any of its bronches, to such extent as shall be author-
ized by the Directors of said Company, and may consiruct
side doms, booms and side booms, and all other improvements
in the Mississippi river, on the property owned or to be owned
by said Corporators, which may be necessary for the full en-
joyment of the powers herein granted, and said Corporatora
shall have power to stop all logs ruuning down said Mis
sisaippi river, for the purposc of separating and retaining
their own: Provided, Said Corporators shall not detain any
logs except their own, for a length of time not exceeding
twenty-four hours: Provided also, That said Corporators shall
construct o sluice or rluices over said dam or dams, of suffi-
cient dimensions to allow passage to all rafts of hewn or
sawed timber, ull loose logs or other timber which may float
down said stream, without any unnecessary delay or hin-
drance at soid dam or dams, and shall be liable for all dam-
ages that any person may sustain in consequence of bresking

up of rafts or boats on or in passing over said dam: Provided,
Such damage is not in consequence of any neglect on the
port of the owner of such raft or boat.

Sxc. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage.

Seo. 11. The Legislative Asscmbly of Minnesota Territory
may alter or amend this act, at any time after ten years from
the passage of this act,
